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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 3-4, 8-14, 18-22, and 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hall (US. Pat. No. 4,174,720) in view of Deal (US. Pat. No. 
7,115,085). 

Hall discloses nearly all that is recited in the claims (See Fig. 10, and col. 1), 
except it does not teach at least one breakable capsule contained within the first section 
of filter material. However, Deal discloses that it is known for cigarettes to have 
capsules positioned in their filter elements, the contents of said capsules being released 
into the filter elements upon rupture of those capsules in the attempt to alter the nature 
or character of the mainstream smoke passing through the filter elements (See col. 2, 
lines 6-11). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time of the invention to have incorporated at least one capsule in either of the two 
fibrous filter sections of Hall in order to receive the same benefits. The specific 
parameters relating to the capsule and activated carbon/adsorbent, recited in the 
dependent claims, would have been obvious modifications of the cigarette of Hall 
modified by Deal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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3. Claim 27 is allowed. 

4. Claims 15-16 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 2/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

6. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed. Cir. 1 988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Deal teaches 
that a capsule could be placed in a filter element, and while the applicant has argued 
that this is a general statement. The examiner interprets this statement to mean that 
Deal, as one skilled in the art, foresees that a capsule can be placed anywhere in the 
filter, even within a filter such as that described by Hall. 

The applicant argues that because Deal references prior art that has been 
separately considered, the portion of Deal refereeing to these prior applications cannot 
be used as part of a rejection. The prior art references alone are not being used, it is 
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the prior art references and the discussion of these references by Deal that is being 
relied upon. 

The applicant's argument that the absorbent material must lie between the 
tobacco rod and the breakable capsule is not supported by claim 1 , where an absorbent 
capsule is located in the first section of filter and the adsorbent material lies in within a 
compartment between the first and second sections of filter material.
